Council Huffs And Puffs 
But No Houses Fall 


The Warren borough 
council 
should have quite a meeting on 
June 27. About everything that was 
started at Monday’s session ended 
up by being held over to the ad­ 
journed meeting. One major ex­ 
ception 
was the 
collection 
of 
amendments to the zoning law. 
These included free parking lots 
for employees, the addition of the 
Hill st. area to RI, private parking 
lot exceptions, odd shaped lot ex­ 
ceptions, and clarifying board of 
adjustment hearings as public. 
Councilman Painter offered an 
ordinance which would empower 
the borough manager to investigate 
property about which complaints 
are filed. He then could report to 
the burgess if the property were a 
danger to the public. The burgess 
then could give the owner ten days 
to act, failing which, he would be 
subject to a fine of $50 and costs. 
The burgess could cause the work 
to be done and the owner would be 
assessed the cost, plus ten per 
cent, in addition to the fine. 
Councilman 
Merenick 
asked 
time to think it over. After it had 
passed as far as third reading it 
was held over to June 27 at the 
suggestion of Councilman Africa. 
Councilman Mead moved that 
council repeal a previous resolution 
which had referred the name of 
James Tridico to the civil service 
commission for examniation as a 
potential chief of the fire depart­ 
ment. Councilman Carbon asked 
why this should 
be 
done, 
and 
Councilman Mead said Tridico was 
not qualified. Councilman Carbon 
said that was for the commission 
to decide. 
Councilman 
Painter 
said 
the 
commission had asked for a post­ 
ponement because of a member 
being absent and that a report 
would be received in time for the 
June 27 meeting. 
Councilman Mead asked if Trid­ 
ico still was being paid as captain 
despite a ruling which said he had 
been illegally promoted. Solicitor 
Burner said the chief and captain­ 
e d were separate matters. 
Councilman Carbon said the dis­ 
cussion was unfair to a man who 
had served the borough for thirty- 
two years, and that Mr. Tridico at 
least was deserving of a chance to 
be given an examination by the 
commission. He said the illegal 
Dromotion was council’s mistake 
and not the fireman’s. 
Councilman Mead said 
there 
were other men more qualified. 
Councilman Carbon asked who on 
council was qualified to say so. 
Councilman Yagge said the ma­ 
jority of the firemen consider at 
least two other men to be more 
qualified and that they should be 
given an opportunity to be consider­ 
ed. A vote was taken on the Mead 
motion and it was defeated 13 to 3, 
with Mead, Peterson, and Yagge 
the only supporters. Action on the 
Tridico case probably will be taken 
at the adjourned meeting if the 
civil service commission does its 
long overdue job. 
Councilman Yagge again propos­ 
ed that council go on record as 
accepting the twenty-five acres of 
hillside at the head of Liberty and 
Market sts. which has been offered 
to the borough through a letter 
from L. S. Schofield. The property 
is from the estate of Kate S. Scho­ 
field. The letter said that the bor­ 
ough could use it for any purpose 
and that the only restriction was 
the mineral rights which would not 
be included in the transfer. 
Clare J. Crary, a resident of the 
area involved, made a plea for ac­ 
ceptance, pointing out the value of

OK'd By Joint Committee 


The popularity of the cafeteria 
and auditorium at Beaty junior 
high school is becoming more and 
more apparent with the number of 
requests which are being received 
by the Warren joint committee. In 
its meeting on Monday 
of 
this 
week, the board scheduled the 
Sport Boosters dinner in the cafe­ 
teria for September 30 and the 
following programs for the auditor­ 
ium : Jaycee’s concert series for 
October 13, December 13, March 
13, and one other undetermined 
date; the local parade of barber- 
shoppers for January 14, 1956; the 
College Club forum on education 
for November 2; the Philomel club 
sponsored piano concert for No­ 
vember 19; 
and 
the 
children’s 
plays, a project of the community 
council PTA, for October l l and 
April 9. 
Dr. Larson advised that school 
employees had been examined and 
their physical conditions 
were 
deemed satisfactory. 
Approval of the Beaty and high 
school programs was received from 
Dr. Ralph Swan, acting superinten­ 
dent of public instruction. 
Approval was granted for George 
Frits to attend the national F.B.L. 
A. convention in Chicago where he 
will be a consultant for a group 
meeting on Chapter Projects. Mrs. 
Aricine Whitehill’s trip to State 
College to the F.H.A. convention 
was approved by the board. 
A total of forty-six enrollments 
was reported for the summer typ­ 
ing course and 
stimulated the 
board to provide for two sessions 
daily and open the classes for more 
students. Further information can 
be secured by contacting the super­ 
intendent. 
School enrollment estimates, pre­ 
pared by Gerald Newton, indicated 
a total of 1,663 elementary pupils 
next term which is an increase of 
75 over last year and two hundred 
more than in 1951; 
Beaty will 
house 1,124 compared to 1,055 in 
1954-55 and 827 in 1951; the high 
school will have an estimated 830 
the same as last year and ten less 
than in 1951. The promotion rate 
was 98.8 percent for the term just 
completed. 
Frank Johnson, speech correc- 
tionist, reported seventy-two cases 
at the beginning of the year and 
seventy-nine as school closed. Thir­ 
ty-eight of the 79 are hold-overs 
from the beginning of the year but 
a total of 34 have been aided suf­ 
ficiently to stop treatments. 
A new sewing machine was or­ 
dered purchased from Singer Sew­ 
ing Machine Co. Bills in the amount 
of $15,996.09 were approved which 
included $9,828.16 to the Pennsyl­ 
vania School Employees Retire­ 
ment board. A report was given 
which disclosed that $6,911.01 was 
paid from the activities account. 
Resignations were accepted from 
Mrs. Jean Hosie and Allen Adair. 
Miss Marie Knapp and Warren 
Carr were employed as instructors 
at Beaty junior high. The board 
approved the request of Tom Kris­ 
ty that he be relieved of the foot­ 
ball coaching duties. 
The board approved payments of 
$154 for special services; $1,117.45 
for substitutes' salaries; and $247. 
25 for janitors’ overtime.

Television and Radio

Enough of Blacklisting 
Not long ago, the American Fed­ 
eration of Television and Radio 
Artists, the terror-stricken union of 
radio and TV performers, took a 
courageous and long-overdue stand 
by condemning the viciously un- 
American practice of blacklisting 
actors. The resolution specifically 
named AWARE, Inc., an organiza­ 
tion which has set itself up as the 
arbiter of who shall or shall not 
work on the air. AWARE now ex­ 
ercises enormous influence on the 
industry on the basis of no discern­ 
ible authority or merit. 
The AWARE group, realizing 
that its prestige has been dealt a 
solid blow, is trying to get the 
resolution rescinded through a ref­ 
erendum of AFTRA’s entire mem­ 
bership of 5,000. I devoutly hope 
the membership upholds the reso­ 
lution condemning AWARE. Secret 
police don’t belong in this country. 
* 
* 
* 
One of the things that swayed 
the original meeting of actors was 
a speech by an actor named Leslie 
Barrett, whose experience is fairly 
typical of AWARE’s methods. One 
day Barrett got a letter from Vin­ 
cent Hartnett, one of the guiding 
spirits behind AWARE. 
Hartnett 
said that he had a photograph of 
Barrett marching in a May Day 
parade in 1952 and asked if this 
was an accurate index of his pres­ 
ent sympathies. 
Barrett, who has never been in a 
May Day parade in his life or 
been a Communist sympathizer, 
was stunned. He took the letter to 
a union official who told him that 
he’d better not let the matter ride 
because Hartnett was a powerful 
man. Barrett then went to the 
F.B.I. to get some protection for 
his right to work and was told that 
the F.B.I. was helpless, 
though 
sympathetic. 
Hartnett’s letter was 
an oily 
piece of prose in which he said that 
if he failed to get a reply he would 
assume that Barrett was in the 
May Day parade and still harbored 
the same political sympathies. The 
implication was clear — co-operate 
with Hartnett, a man whom Bar­ 
rett despises, or be blacklisted and 
not work. It’s this form of coercion 
that has built 
the 
blacklisters’ 
power. Individual actors are pow­ 
erless; the union has been coward­ 
ly. 
*

* 
The blacklist racket, which has 
simmered down quite a lot in the 
motion picture industry, still flour­ 
ishes openly in television. While 
everyone professes innocence, the 
facts are so widely known to any 
one in television that they ought to 
be printed. NBC has shown con­ 
spicuous courage in resisting the 
blacklisters. The other networks 
have knuckled under. 
God knows how many blacklists 
there are but they run into the 
dozens, all different. The closest 
thing to a master list is in the 
hands of one of the largest ad­ 
vertising agencies. When in doubt, 
people call that agency. How do 
you get on a blacklist. Well, some 
actors have got on by having for­ 
eign names. 
Others 
by having 
names resembling those of other 
actors who once appeared at bene­ 
fits which turned out to be under 
the auspices of left-wingers. (They 
didn’t appear there. People who 
resembled them did.) 
Actors have been blacklisted for 
having appeared in Arthur Miller’s 
plays - as if Mr. Miller’s politics 
had anything to do with their work­ 
ing or not. Actors have been black­ 
listed for having worked at the 
Phoenix Theater which is supposed 
to have some left-wingers around. 
And actors have been blacklisted 
for nothing at all - and have been 
unable to find out what the trouble 
is.

Some sponsors, notably Kraft, 
Philco and Goodyear, have sohwn 
great courage in telling the black­ 
listers to go chase themselves and 
have hired actors on their merits 
as actors. Others have cravenly 
given in and hired only actors 
“approved” by this little wolf pack 
of vigilantes. One of the worst of 
these is the Borden Company, 
which sponsors “Justice.” “Jus­ 
tice” once dropped an actor who 
had been hired as a stand-in for 
the star because he had the same

Let Leaders See 
Atomic Destruction 
By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON - The generally 
negative attitude taken by Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles toward the 
meeting at the summit” of the 
Big Four July 18 at Geneva is 
causing concern here. Congress, 
other officials and assorted experts 
are voicing the apprenhension that 
the United States is again losing 
the propaganda battle to the Rus­ 
sians and that at Geneva it will 
be worse. 
The most striking idea for re­ 
versing this 
trend 
comes from 
Thomas E. Murray, a member of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Mr. Murray has repeatedly voiced 
his moral anxiety for the age of 
nuclear fission. 
He wants world leaders including 
the Big Four statesmen - Ameri­ 
can, Russian, British and French - 
to witness an explosion of the 
lydrogen bomb. So 
far 
as 
he 
knows, none of them ever has. 
Such demonstrations of the full 
effects of large-scale 
thermonu­ 
clear explosions can be arranged 
without disclosing weapons tech­ 
nology, Mr. Murray told a recent 
audience. He put the question: 
“How can the world take any 
chance that each one in authority 
is not thoroughly 
familiar 
with 
what all-out atomic 
war 
would 
really mean? What a tragedy it 
would be if after a nuclear holo­ 
caust it was disclosed that those 
who struck the atomic spark had 
no real understanding of the extent 
to 
which 
nuclear fire 
would 
spread!” 
A well-informed leadership on a 
world-wide basis 
seems to this 
atomic commissioner “absolutely 
essential to survival.” 
It is perhaps unfortunate for nim 
that Sir Winston Churchill is no 
longer Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, for like so many 
good 
ideas, Churchill had it first. It was 
during one of his visits here to 
President Truman. 
The Prime Minister had been 
taken to the secret briefing room 
at the Pentagon by the then Secre­ 
tary of Defense Lovett and shown 
the actual destruction achieved by 
nuclear weapons. He marvelled 
suitably, then abruptly asked Lov­ 
ett: 
"Have you shown this 
to the 
Russian Ambassador?” Somewhat 
taken aback, Lovett said no, they 
hadn’t. “You ought to do it, he is 
the man who ought to see it,” 
rumbled Churchill. Lovett tactfully 
admitted it was quite a suggestion, 
but apparently never took it ser­ 
iously. 
Mr. Murray may meet with the 
same fate. Nevertheless there is a 
very real feeling here that ideas 
are badly needed for the Geneva 
meeting and that the Administra­ 
tion- could use them. 
Attention is being paid to a 
suggestion by Perry Laukhoff, a 
U. S. diplomat who has met the 
Russians in numerous conferences, 
that we need negotiators specially 
trained in Communist methods. 
Laukhoff points out that the Rus­ 
sian negotiators are career pro­ 
fessionals, while the United States 
removes its people just about the 
time they learn how to handle the 
Russians. 
He names many: George Ken- 
nan, Lucius Clay, Dean Acheson, 
Averell Harriman, John McCloy, 
Philip Jessup. There is also Mrs. 
Roosevelt who, besides long exper­ 
ience with the Russians, has uni­ 
que stature West and East. 
Rep. Elliott of Alabama suggests 
that as a way of spurring the 
West’s fight 
for world 
opinion,

there is little doubt that as they 
are made today cancer causes are 
encouraged by the 
presence 
of 
some element that is contained in 
cigaret smoke. There may be other 
irritants which contribute, such as 
exhaust fumes and city fumes of 
various kinds, but cigarets definite­ 
ly are pin-pointed as being one of 
them. 
It also is being pointed up now 
that cigarets and alcohol combine 
as a team of prevalence among 
those having cancer of the larynx 
This type of cancer does not re­ 
ceive the attention of some others 
because it is more easily discover­ 
ed and can be cured or removed. 
One group which has been mak­ 
ing a study of the cigaret relation 
to lung trouble suggests that people 
who are nervous and make a point 
of smoking to quiet those nerves 
figure high in the lung cancer 
group. It is suggested that cigarets 
do not help such people. 
In fact, cigarets 
increase 
the 
heart beat, jumps the blood pres­ 
sure, and reduces the flow of blood 
to the heart muscle. A not very 
happy combination, and one which 
suggests that the weed also isn’t 
helping those with heart trouble, 
high blood pressure, or ulcers. 
Time magazine last week had a 
good review of late findings, Page 
67, June 13 issue. Well worth your 
reading. 
Certainly, if you are trying to 
buy good health, cigarets are not 
a good buy. Whether or not they 
are the basic cause 
of 
several 
diseases, 
they 
apparently 
are 
greasing the skids.

New Type Flushing Bar Saves 
Pheasants 
Homer Thrush, a Cumberland 
County game protector, made an 
early June statement that evoked 
thought. Said Thrush, “A farmer 
in my district recently told me that 
during the mowing season of 1954 a 
total of 46 adult and young ringneck 
pheasants were killed by mowing 
operations on his farm." Unfor­ 
tunately, pheasants like to nest in 
hay fields. Because mowing takes 
place in these natural hatcheries 
at the time pheasant nesting is at 
its peak many pheasant hens anc 
their prospective broods are lost 
This recalls that years ago, when 
pheasants were becoming estab­ 
lished over much of their present 
range in Pennsylvania, many farm­ 
ers attached a flushing bar to their 
horse-drawn mowing machine. The 
bar, dragging chains or weighted 
cables, extended to the side being 
cut and scared off incubating hens 
before the blade passed over the 
nest. Not only did the device save 
many of the hens, but nests thus 
discovered were also protected 
when 
humane 
farmers 
left 
“islands" of cover around them. 
When the tractor came into wide 
use the flushing bar, as attached 
to the horse-drawn machine, was 
found to be ineffective because of 
the tractor’s 
greater 
speed. 
A 
broody hen had too little time to 
fly away ahead of the cutter bar. 
Recent experiments show that a 
modified flushing bar is still effec­ 
tive when attached to the front of 
the tractor which is well ahead of 
the mowing bar. The device has 
even been hinged to allow the 
farmer to pass through gates with­ 
out detaching it. 
In several states, studies aimed 
at learning the extent of pheasant 
mortality showed tractor mowers 
without flushing bars destroyed 35 
percent to 60 percent of the hens 
nesting in hay fields. When flush­ 
ing bars with chains, or cables 
and weights, were used only about 
15 percent of the hens were de­ 
stroyed or crippled. 
Here again the teamwork of 
sportsmen and farmers can com­ 
bine to save many birds. The agri­ 
culturist cannot be criticized for 
the loss of wildlife; he would far 
rather prevent it if he could, with­ 
out great expense and loss of labor 
time. But because wildlife is a by­ 
product of farming it is only of 
incidental importance to him econ* 
omically. However, pheasants are 
necessary to good bird hunting in 
many areas. That is why sports­ 
men’s organizations in some states 
are again providing flushing bars

This 
is a program that assures better 
bird shooting and also provides an 
opportunity for sportsmen to show 
their interest in game management 
and in establishing a better farm- 
er-sportsman relationship.

Education Laboratory At Penn 
State U. 
It has often been said the best 
time to impress Americans with 
the need for sound resource man­ 
agement is during the formative 
years. But until fairly recently the 
problem of putting across the over­ 
all conservation story was first one 
of instructing school teachers on 
the subject, the Conservation Edu­ 
cation Laboratory, open to both 
men and women teachers, 
was 
therefore established in the mid­ 
forties as a summer course at The 
Pennsylvania State University. 
The eventual effect of knowledge 
gained there 
and imparted 
to 
school children is appreciated by 
conservation 
agencies generally. 
The Game Commission realizes the 
value of the course, not only be­ 
cause of wildlife education gained 
but because the management of 
soil, water and timber largely de­ 
termines game and fur populations. 
The tenth annual Laboratory will 
be conducted at the University this 
summer. Professor T. R. Porter 
of the staff there has announced 


these dates for the two classes; 
July 5 to 23 and July 25 to August 
13. Three units of credit are given 
persons completing the 
study 
course. 
Through this instruction 
the 
teacher-student will: I. Obtain in­ 
formation from first-hand observa 
tion of natural resources. 2. Under­ 
stand the interrelationships 
be 
tween natural resources and be­ 
tween man and resources. 3. De­ 
velop a philosophy toward resource 
use that will carry over into every­ 
day living. 4. Become familiar with 
the efforts made by various agen­ 
cies toward conserving natural re­ 
sources. 5. Study efficient and prac­ 
tical methods of correlating con­ 
servation concepts into classroom 
teaching at various levels of pupil 
ability. 6. Become familiar with 
instruction aids useful in conserva­ 
tion teaching. 7. Explore ways and 
means of influencing community 
action in conservation education 
programs. 
Total cost of the 1955 course is 
$89.70. This includes the general 
fee, that for health service and 
the cost of housing and meals. The 
Pennsylvania Federation of Sports­ 
men’s Clubs has provided IO teach­ 
er scholarships of $50 each for this 
summer’s course. Women’s clubs, 
individual sportsmen’s clubs and 
other organizations also interested 
in natural resource education have 
defrayed the expenses of many 
teachers taking the course in past 
years. Such offers are again being 
made this year. Despite the gener­ 
osity of these organizations and the 
worthiness 
of 
the 
cause 
some 
scholarships have gone begging in 
the past. It is hoped all the Labor­ 
atory scholarships offered this year 
will be accepted, to the benefit of 
teachers, youngsters and future re­ 
source management in Pennsylvan­ 
ia.

The Public Fights 
High Rates 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. 
There 
are 
signs here in Congress that reflect 
that the folks back home finally 
are waking up to the threat to our 
natural resources. 
For the first time since January 
20, 1953, it begins to look as if the 
voice of the rank and file may be 
as effective here, or almost, as 
that of powerful special interests. 
As we know, the latter group set 
out at the start of this Administra­ 
tion to break down protections 
thrown about our natural resources 
that were designed to utilize them 
for the best public interest. 
How the impact of the public is 
being felt can be illustrated in the 
case of two issues. 
One is the proposed exemption of 
producers of natural gas 
from 
regulation by the Federal Power 
Commission, which consumers are 
latterly fighting; the other is the 
Dixon-Yates 
contract, 
which 
is 
recognized as a major effort to 
destroy the public water resource 
program 
by driving a 
private 
utility wedge into TVA, the pro^ 
gram’s most dramatic symbol. 
Vviien this Democratic Congress 
met in January, it was accepted 
as almost a foregone conclusion 
that big oil would get a law to 
remove natural gas producers from 
PC regulation, just as big oil got 
its law in the previous Republican 
Congress to hand over jurisdiction 
of offshore oil lands to the states. 
In natural gas, as in offshore oil, 
such a law would nullify Supreme 
Court decisions. 
Everything seemed set for an 
easy and early victory for natural 
gas and the big oil companies that 
own the bulk of natural gas reserv­ 
es. Oil states had members well­ 
placed in key spots of power. The 
House Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mittee gave priority to the exemp­ 
tion bill, hearings beginning weeks 
ago. They were supposed to last 
only a few days and then, presto, 
the measure would be 
hurried 
through the House. 
But that didn’t happen. It hasn’t 
happened yet, here in mid-June. 
The reason: a public rebellion by 
consumers. Their representatives 
followed one another before the 
committee with protests, including 
mayors of our great cities. 
Finally, just last week, the com­ 
mittee approved the bill, but by a 
hairline margin, 16 to 15. That fore­ 
casts a very close battle in the 
House, especially since that body 
will be acting under a spotlight 
turned on by consumers. Every­ 
body will know where to look. 
Six years ago the first of such 
natural gas bills was whisked 
through the House one afternoon in 
40 minutes, between naps so to 
speak. It never got to a vote in 
the Senate. Finally an exemption 
bill did get through Congress - but 
former President Truman killed it 
with his veto. 
But there’s no champion waiting 
in the White House now ready with 
a veto. President Eisenhower will 
sign a natural gas bill as he signed 
the offshore oil bill. The public at 
last seems to be waking up to the 
fact that on issues like this it has 
to protect itself now. That explains 
the 
concentration 
on 
Congress, 
where the bill must be stopped if 
it is to be stopped. There are plenty 
of champions there - and they did 
a fine job in the House as they are 
now doing in the Senate, where

public hearings are going on. 
What has happened on natural 
gas is heartening for the Demo­ 
cratic process and so, too, is what 
is happening on the Dixon-Yates 
contract. In this second case, as 
you know, the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee last week elimin­ 
ated from the appropriation bill 
the $6.5 millions asked by the Bud­ 
get Bureau to build a transmission 
line from the middle of the Missis­ 
sippi River into Memphis, Tennes­ 
see, to bring power from the pro­ 
jected Dixon-Yates plant in Arkan­ 
sas. If the committee is upheld 
by the House and Senate, 
that 
would be the end of the Dixon- 
Yates plant, in spite of the widely 
publicized ground-breaking cere­ 
monies the other day at the site in 
Arkansas. For that gold shovel 
they used is no conductor of elec­ 
tricity. The transmission line must 
do that. 
The attempt to break into the 
TVA with a private utility combine 
of Wall Street antecedents on the 
flimsy pretext of helping out the 
Atomic Energy Commission was 
recognized at the very outset by 
the folks in the TVA area for what 
it was, a sham perpetrated by the 
Budget Bureau with the approval 
of the President. The suspicions of 
the people in the area have been 
compounded by the private war 
being carried on simultaneously a- 
gainst TVA by Herbert Hoover and 
the Hoover Commission because 
of the former President’s advisory 
role in the Administration. 
So far the public alertness in 
the field of conservation of natural 
resources has been most helpful. 
But the pressure must be kept up, 
right to the end, without stop. Con­ 
gress has some time to run yet. 
It is in the closing, hectic days 
that the slick tricks 
are pulled 
when it is not so easy for the 
public to follow the tracks of its 
servants here.

In this Golden Anniversary year, 
of the U. S. Forest Service, we 
seek to acquaint the public with 
the five important products of the 
national forests: water - wood - 
forage - wildlife, and recreation. Of 
these five basic resources, water 
is by far the most important, and 
is the keystone upon which all the 
others rest. 
Deprived of all water, a man 
could last only about ten days. By 
confining his use of water strictly 
to drinking purposes man could 
survive on half a gallon a day. 
The European city dweller gets 
along nicely on a per capita use of 
39 gallons per day for all domestic 
needs, but his wasteful American 
cousin requires 155 gallons per 
day. And yet here in the East this 
155 gallon per capita daily con­ 
sumption for domestic purposes 
amounts to only about one-sixth of 
the per capita use of water for all 
purposes. The big user of water, 
in the East, is industry which re­ 
quires 81 percent of the water 
compared to 3 percent for irriga­ 
tion. In the West the situation is 
almost reversed with irrigation 
using nearly the same proportion 
of water that industry uses in the 
East. 
The highly industrialized state of 
Pennsylvania makes more 
de­ 
mands upon water than any other 
state in the Union, using 1397 billion 
gallons. The peak is not yet in 
sight, because as the standard of 
living increases so does the de­ 
mands for usable water. Industrial 
water problems become more acute 
with 
technological 
advances. 
It 
takes more water to manufacture 
rayon and nylon than it does to 
manufacture cotton and wool cloth 
which these synthetic fibers 
re­ 
place. Likewise, in the manufac­ 
ture of synthetic rubber the water 
requirements greatly exceed tha^ 
needed for processing natural rub­ 
ber. 
The demand for usable water can 
be expected to increase 
in 
the 
years ahead. Since 1900 total with­ 
drawal of water in the United 
States has doubled on the average 
of every 25 years. Much of this 
has been due to the doubling of 
our population in the past half 
century, but the constantly rising 
standard of living, and increased 
consumption 
of 
raw 
materials 
which require fabulous amounts of 
water to process into usable pro­ 
ducts, has aggravated the situa­ 
tion. Even if a leveling off of the

population growth takes place, in 
the next 25 years, the great in­ 
crease in the standard of living, 
which is spark plugging plant ex­ 
pansion in industry, may require 
that the water supply be again 
doubled. 
With increased w ater demands 
a practical certainty, in the years 
ahead, it is imperative that thought 
be given to practical methods of 
increasing the supply. We could 
reclaim some of the water used, 
but this has technical limitations, 
and is subject to public prejudice. 
We could store, in existing reser­ 
voir space, about 13 percent of the 
average annual run-off, 
and 
by 
constructing additional dams a con­ 
siderable increase in storage ca­ 
pacity could be achieved. Actual 
storage capacity, however, is stead­ 
ily 
reduced 
by 
sedimentation, 
which is now 
occurring 
at 
an 
alarming rate 
in 
the 
country’s 
reservoirs, and by evaporation los­ 
ses. 
Another possibility of increasing 
the water supply is through man 
induced rainfall, but this is still on 
an experimental basis, and on an 
overall basis would probably only 


change the place that it rains - and 
not the total amount of rainfalling. 
Industries on the east and west 
coast may use salt w ater for in­ 
dustrial cooling processes as a sub­ 
stitute for fresh water. Although 
salt can be removed 
from 
sea 
water the process costs thirty times 
the cost of treating natural water. 
Perhaps some day a cheap method 
of salt removal from sea water 
will be developed which will solve 
the industrial and municipal w ater 
problems of coastal cities. 
One of the biggest losses of 
usable water, after it falls as rain, 
is through transpiration of water 
from the soil back into the air 
through the leaves of plants and 
trees. Evaporation of rainfall, in­ 
tercepted by the forest leaves be­ 
fore it ever reaches the ground, 
accounts for some w ater losses. 
Evaporation - transpiration returns 
70 percent of annual rainfall to the 
atmosphere. Manipulation of the 
forest cover can make startling in­ 
creases in the amount of run-off of 
usable water from a given water­ 
shed without appreciable soil loss­ 
es.

The most recent example is the 
polio business. 
A Democrat proposal to appro­ 
priate sufficient funds for the vac­ 
cination of all the nation’s young 
people is opposed by such admin­ 
istration leaders as Mrs. Hobby, 
who seems determined that the 
states or the people should do their 
own financing when it comes to 
health. 
The trouble is that it is difficult 
to find the borderline between the 
needy and the financially able. 
This is well revealed in our own 
state where we make a practice 
of leaning over backward when it 
comes to interpreting the relief 
laws. We even go so far as to 
make an effort to deduct the free 
meal a pupil may get in school 
from the amount his parents can 
receive from the state in the way 
of financial help.
